The bill is under consideration. Why- 
is it under consideration ? Surely the 
Executive does not doubt the wisdom of 
; ts former advice to the Colonial Secre- 
tary? This cannot be the cause. ( 
the government be holding back in order 
to make the people believe when its final 
passage is announced, that they are re- 
ceiving a great boon ? If this ; is the 
case, itanay rest assured that the people 
will be well satisfied to have the bill 
passed ; but the government will be mis- 
taken if they expect the people to re- 
ceive as an extraordinary boon those 
rights which they are entitled to by every 



sound policy. We do not believe 
there is any broad and final measure 
of reform like universal suffrage 
before the upper House, which keeps it 
under consideration. With us it is mat- 
ter of doubt whether the Council has 
given it any consideration at all, for we 
have heard it mooted about that one or 
more members of the Council report 
that they do not remember having seen 
anything of it. There is one thing cer- 
tain, so long as the Council debates with 
closed doors the people will have little 
chance at any time to learn what has or 
has not been done about this or any oth- 
er matter. If the report of councilors 
is true, where is it under consideration? 
It must be with the Executive. Assum- 
ing that to be the case, we hope to hear 
of His Excellency sending down the bill 



assented to to the Assembly, at its next there, 
silting. It is a measure of theExccutive, " 
and we want to see the Executive pass it, 
so we can place one good measure to its 
credit. 



It is the wish of everybody that the 
bill should be passed at once. " The peo- 
ple and .Executive were both agreed as 
o the necessity of doing it. Then why 
not pass it without delay? There is no 
use dilly-dallying about the matter any 
longer. Let U3 have the bill passed and 
ended, and then have some other 
measure of reform taken in hand. The 
idea of waiting till our heads are grey 
for what could be accomplished ip a few 
moments, is arrant nonsense. We live 
in a fast age; and ir we want to go 
ahead, we mustkeep pace with the times. 

The extension of the elective franchise 
to householders is a wise measure, re- 
flecting credit on the head that conceived 
it. The idea of allowing the owner of 
twenty acres of land worth 'one hundred 
dollars to vote, and to prohibit the ow- 
ner of a house and lot worth a thousand 
or more, is not only ridiculously absurd 
but it is unjust. We can see some spir-

around Victoria, for home use and ex- 
portation, we know not. Of one thing 
we are certain, that the herring fishery- 
would this season find profitable employ- 
ment for hundreds of our population. 
Our shores are swarming with them. In 
a few weeks they will be full grown and 
fat ; may bo taken in ship loads ; .ro 
easily cured ; and will find a ready sale 
at a handsome price in. this or foreign 
markets. All that is required are a few 
companies to set to work with boats, 
nets, salt, barrels, boxes, and smoke 
houses, and thousands of dollars will be 
added to our aggregate wealth, and a 
valuable and never-failing source of in- 
dustry firmly established. 

Our herring do not generally grow as 
large as on the shores of the Eastern 



Provinces ; but there are enough large 
rule of common sense, natural right and fish to make it profitable to pickle ami 



barrel them. The small ones can be 
smoked and boxed : Thus both branch- 
es of the fishery can be carried on at 
the same time. Before the season ar- 
rives next year, with our increase in 
population, twenty thousand boxes 
would be consumed in these two colon- 
ies. Fifty thousand more could be sold 
in California, Sandwich Islands, Austra- 
lia and China ; and thus there would he 
added, at a dollar and a half per hpx, 
over one hundred thousand dollars to 
the credit of one branch of our industrial 
resources. The superior quality of our 
smoked herring, fresh and fat, would 
drive all the ten year oldDigby and Pass- 
imaguoddy fish from the San Francisco 
market, and their consumption would 
he largely increased by being of a belter 
quality and cheaper than those imported 



Ten thousand barrels of herring could 
be sold at home and abroad As soon 
as they were known our o\vn miners 
would glfldly purch<is-« them 



this season. We have known herring 
pickled here to brim* iwelve dollars 
barrel there. This season, no salmon 
to any amount having been caught here 
or shipped therefromihis market, herring 
could not fail to pay well any enterpris- 
ing party who wouid ship them. They 
are worth ten dollars now to ship up 
Eraser's river. Let ten thousand barrels 
be put up, and here is another hundred 
thousand dollars to the credit of the her- 
ring fishery. 

All interested in the prosperity of this 
colony should try to foster this branch 
of our industry. It will provide em- 
ployment for men to get out staves, 
hoops, make nets, and lumber to build 
boats ; and advance the interests of trade 
generally. It will assist in building up 
a hardy and valuable population, who 
in return will produce a necessary article 
of food, as well as a commodity which 
we can export, thereby allowing us to 
retain a larger amount of the precious 
metals in the colony.

removal of the bridge, it will be necessa- 
ry to consider what it cost the colony to 
construct it, and what it will cost to de- 
stroy it. I say destroy, because none of 
the material can be used for a new 
bridge ai Work's Point, as the one must 
he constructed before the other is pulled 
down, as the connection between Victo- 
ria and Esquimalt is of too much impor- 
tance to be stopped even for a single 
hour. Then the piles must be drawn 
from their beds. If one should happen 
to get broke off, and should a vessel get 
injured by it. the authorities must pay- 
all the damages. I shall 
bridge and removal 1200 pounds. If 
removed, the. bridge at the back of the 
Indian village w ill be useless — it cost the 
colony 500 pounds; therefore the de- 
struction of colonial properly will he

it is said 'hat another bridge must be 
made to cross a swamp — I will say 
•2000 pounds for bridge and reads; and 
perhaps Messrs. Work and Finlay may 
want a sum for (hair lands, or wish to 
have a fence made by the colony on 
each side of the road. Nmv if the colo- 
ny can afford to expend such a sum on 
improving Victoria harbour, then 1 say 
commence and clear away a portion of 
the sand spit at the entrance.

lain, more especially if the almighty dol- 
lar is in question, that they seldom stick 
at trifles. Some may stili say. that the 
bridge will still be an impediment to 
shipping. 1 say quite the contrary, if 
the winds are adverse, as the channel is 
only about one hundred feet in width, 
therefore it is no pluee for a vessel to 
have her canvas set. warping must take 
the craft along. A few piles will be driv- 
en on each side of the bridge at the pass, 
to form a pier head : these warps can b« 
made fust, and the vessel warped ahead, 
then a small anchor run out, the swing 
opened, and the ship can pass without 
being detained one moment. Foot and 
carriage travel is the fir~;t consideration 
with every enlightened government, and 
bridges are constructed to facilitate travel. 
Shipping becomes a secondary conside- 
ration, and is provided for by construct- 
ing swings or draws in the bridges to al- 
low ships to pass. To show that not 
governments alone, but dock companies, 
hold ships passing secondary to foot and 
carriage travel, I will instance the Lon- 
don docks; and there the government 
has provided for the public accommoda- 
tion four bridges, and the dock company 
Tor their own advantage have made threa 
bridges to facilitate the labortn the dock. 
One of the three is placed where the dis- 
tance of travel saved is not over <t00. 
yards. Larger ships enter and leavr 
that dock daily than ever can enter Vic- 
toria harbour, and the bridges are no 
impediment whatever. A wise commu- 
nity will calculate like the London dock 
company, and say. time is money. 
Another reason why the Victoria bridge 
Ought not to be removed is. that it con- 
nects the centre of Victoria with that 
valuable piece of (.'round where the Indi- 
ans are located. That piece of ground 
the government of this colony ought to 
purchase from the Indians, and remove 
them ; lay it out in town lots, and sell 
say cost of them to the highest bidder. The pro- 
ceeds will then drop into the colonial 
chest instead of being pocketed by thi- 
ll. B. Co., as they did with the large 
amount derived from the sale of lots in 
the town of Victoria. They paid to the 
colony one pound for an acre. They 
commenced selling at the rate of sixty 
pounds, then raised the price of lots to 
the rate of one hundred and twenty 
pounds per acre. Some lots, half land 
and half water, brought them two and 
three thousand dollars. What a line 
sum this would have been for the colony ! 
How much good could have been done 
with it ! Schools to,§each the young; 
an hospital to receive and nourish the 
sick, and many other valuable institu- 
tions, could have been erected and sup- 
ported with the sum that the II. B. Co.

Nor 
need any town lot croaker askjho bote 
tcringaidofa local government to se- 
cure the perpetuity and greatness of Vic- 
toria. Let those who have purchased a 
few town lots, and are now silting down 
waiting for their hundreds of dollars to 
united into thousands, lake the ad- 
vice of Dean Swift's learned horse — 
make " two blades of grass grow where 
one grew before:" ami we will hear of 
no more jealousy of Langley, or a hund- 
red other towns which wo expect to see 
in British Columbia and Vancouver's 
Island. 
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Some few persons v ho have laid out 
fifty or five hundred dollars to purchase 
lots in Victoria, aro croaking at the idea 
of building up Langley, thinking it may 
injure the prospects of Victoria, To 
such we must say that they take a very 
narrow view of the prospects ahead : 
that they haVe never properly considered 
the admirable situation of Victoria, nor 
the vast resnorces and advantages which 
it enjoys. We entertain uoiusigniliuant 
idea of the fulurc-of Victoria, and we be- 
lieve it justly founded. We can see no 
Miond reason in doubt its future growth 
in wealth and importance. Victoria, as 
a military and naval station, is destined 
to he the Gibraltar of the North 'Pacific. 
In that point of view, it is the key of the 
English and American possessions, mid 
will forever bo a place of great import 
nnce. The large sums of money which 
will be expended flor military and naval 
.purposes, of itself, will gi\e an impetus 

10 the place, nlTond a large circulating 
medium, and support a considerable pop- 
ulation. Aside from monies expended 
for naval yard and fortifications by the 
Imperial Government, we may reason 
ably expect ere long that the inilito; - and 
naval •tlepartments will number one 
thousand persons on the average through- 
out the year; and allowing them to 
spend sixty cents each per day, we would 
have over two hundred thousand dollars 
added every year to our circulating me 
dium. It would certainly exceed tliii 
sum , but this will go far toward build 
ing up Victoria, and is one item which 
Langley rati never enjoy. 

This Island has many hundreds of 
miles of coast along which swarm differ 
ent kinds of valuable fish : salmon 
cud. lieiring, halibut, and dog fish, as 
well as seal.-, and whales in the north. 
Advantage will he taken ere long of these 
sources of wealth. Hundreds of coast- 
ing vessels will engage in taking and 
curing fish, or supplying others on the 
coast who do. Our whalers will lie sent 
north to collect the hone and oil of the 
whale ; and our scalers for the skin and

Post Office.— Our post office should 
he kept open every day. Sundays and 
holidays. It is one of those institutions 
which are never closed in well regulated 
governments. Public morals will nut 
sutler by opening it on Sunday before re- 
ligious services commence in the morn- 
ing, in the middle of the day. or after 
the afternoon service : It should beopen- 
ed three times, an hour each, every Sun- 
day. This would allow the post master 
or clerk full time to engage in religious 
exercises, or take recreation ; and at the 
same time allow the public to get their 
letters, or have them mailed. The same 
regulation would hold good as regards 
holidays. 

Should the mail arrive on a holiday 
or Sunday, let it he opened without any 
delay, and the letters delivered. The 
convenience and interests of the many 
cannot wait for those of the few. The 
complaints against the department for 
nut delivering the mail on Christmas, 
were loud and numerous, and well found 
ed. To keep the public waiting two 
days instead of two hours is making tin 
posl office a public, nuisance. If ton 
post masters cannot attend to these du- 
ties on holidays or Sundays, let them 
resign : There are plenty uf good men 
in this community who will engage to 
perforin their duties.

There- 
fore if blame be attached to any one for 
urging that troops should be sent out 
here, let me have my share vt it ; for I 
have strongly advocated and now highly 
approve the measure.

From the New Y-irk Triti 
riJT.TISTi POSSESSIONS IN A.TIERIC \. 

That Great Britain possesses more ter- 
ritory in North America than any othei 
nation may not— without recollection- 
he a familiar fact to all American minds. 
Vet it is true ; and that she is a nation 
becoming thoroughly aroused and awaki 
to her interests on this continent is 
equally true. The first act upon tin 
programme is the formation of two col- 
onies, completing the chain from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific. That of British C 
lumbia is already organized, and the Hod 
River settlement is to follow immediate 
ly upon a permanent adjustment of th 
Hudson's Bay Company's e'narter ques- 
tion, which is now under the considera 
tion of the home government. This will 
connect Canada with New Caledonia ; 
thuc completing Die chain from New- 
foundland to Vancouver's Island. 

The second is an extended scheme 'for 
encouraging emigration by uniting all 
these colonies by an inter-colonial rail 
way. binding all their Provinces togeth 
er, under a Federal Government ; and 
thirdly, thereby forming an Atlantic and 
Pacific Railroad, and bidding for the 
China trade. This is a magnificent 
scheme, practicable, possible, and even 
i with the aid of British capital, enter- 
prise and prides probable, when we read 
I he following quotations from leading 
ljnglish statesmen in the Houscof Com- 
mons — the occasion being the introduc- 
tion by Mr. Roebuck of resolutions on 
Hudson's Bay Company's charter on the 
2*)lh of July last, when he says, in speak- 
ing of the original colonies : 

" We had created a powertbero which, 
if, something were not done by England 
as a counterpokf to the United States of 
America, \youfa overshadow not only 
England, 'hut Die earth. He believed 
that in the northern part of f be continent 
wc had the means of establishing the 
counterpoiso which he sought. If Eng- 
land' would carry out a systematic plan 
of colotiizatiffl^On that portion of the 
continent which now belonged to her. 
t-he would enable the world to resist 
what he believed would otherwise be the 
predominant power of the Anglo-Saxon 
race now established in the Tinted 
Slates." 

" Taking the western side of Lake Su- 
perior to the Bocky Mountain-, they 
would cut the new colony which the 
right honorable Secretary for the Colon- 
ic* proposed to establish ; and he be- 
lieved plans had been laid before the 
right honorable Baronet for carrying a 
railway completely across the continent, 
so that a direct oommunication would lie 
established between England and Van- 
couver's Island, by way of Halifax. 

"The accomplishment of such a 
scheme would unite Ensland with Van- 
couver's Island and with China, and 
they woi.cd be enabled widely to extend 
the civilization of England. When ha 
referred to !!ic civilization of England, 
he wished it to be compared with the 
civilization of America, and he would 
boldly assert that the civilization of Eng- 
land was greater than that of vmerica. 
| Hear, hear.] Why did he «ay this? 
Because the English were a free people : 
they were not contaminated by the infer- 
nal blot of Slavery : and they would, as 
n free people, carry England's name 
and England's laws, and England's liter 
nture, across the whole continent of 
America. They afforded a refuge to the 
slave, 3/ld they exhibited to the popula- 
tions they bad planted in the more fa- 
vored portion of America a most striking 
example of greatness, goodness and hap- 
piness." 

After which. Lord John Russell, Lot'i 
Bury, Mr. Gladstone, and Mr. Lahon- 
chore, followed in (lie -nine strain, when 
fur FjI. Bulwer Lv'tfo'ii gave. Item His 
bloNPrnniciil' mV\\.« oil the subject, 



which were so near the same, that Mr. 
Roebuck withdrew his resolutions. In 
Sir V.. B. Lytton's speech, which was 
long and enthusiastic, the following pass 
age occurs : 

•• We are invited lw see, in the settle- 
ment, of the Bed River, the nucleus of a 
new colony — a rampart against any hos- 
tile inroads from the American frontier, 
and an essential arch, as il were, to that 
greal viaduct by which we hope one day 
to conned the harbors of Vancouver 
with the Gulf of St. Lawrence. This is 
Hie district offered to Canada : and I 
think my honorable and learned friend 
lias good reason to presume that Cana- 
da will decline the task of funning it 
into a colony al her own responsibility 
and charge. If the answer from Canada 
be unfavorable, we have two options: 
either to leave the district, as now, under 
the jurisdiction of the Hudson's Ray 
Company — which nothing but absolute 
necessity should justify — or take il into 
our ewn'hands and forma colony, which 
will, no doubt, one day constitute a con- 
federate part of the great Canadian sys- 
tem." 

Thus any intelligent reader will readily 
conclude that the policy of England : .sto 
form the nucleus of a great American 
power under British protection on this 
continent, and at the same time gratify 
the pride and growing ambition of its 
provincial subjects by consolidation, 
creating lliemun a more formidable and 
important dependency, and perhaps 
eventually they may become an inde- 
pendent nation. 

This may, perhaps, by some be called 
extended views; but when we look back 
fifty or sixty years in the history of these 
United Stales, and sec their advance from 
three millions population to thirty mil 
lions, without the aid, and even in 
face of the opposing influence of this 
same powerful nation, what reasons are 
there to doubt the probability— aye, poss- 
ibility of this? And since the United 
States aljcady possess sufficient territory 
to sustain easily two hundred millions o" 
souls, let them res' satisfied m improv- 
ing their own, and instead of coveting, 
rather be pleased that they have a pood 
neighbor, who is both able and willing 
to improve the adjoining property, 
thereby enhancing the value of their 
possessions, as whatever improves and 
increases the population and trade of 
these adjoining colonies, increases and 
extends the trade and adds to the pros- 
perity of the United States.
